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a) Applicant argues in Page 5 that the rocking lever 21a can be rocked in any direction and speculated in Page 5 that the manipulation 
unit 22 is rocked in the direction of the destination position B. Applicant further speculated that the calculation unit 42 calculates the angle 
deviation between that direction and the destination position B. It does not make sense that there is an angle deviation between a 
direction and a point, wherein the point lies in the direction. Moreover, having a rocking lever 21a being rocked in any direction and having 
a manipulation unit 22 at the front end portion of the rocking lever 21a just means that the desination position B can be moved. Nowhere 
in the specification discloses an angle deviation. Nowhere in the specification does that the control unit calculates a deviation between the 
direciton of the destination position and the direciton of the manipulation of the manipulation unit. The specification discloses an amount 
of deviation in the direction of manipulation and/or distance to the destination position (See Fig. 5A and 5B). No angle deviation or 
calculation of the angle deviation has been disclosed. 



b) Applicant aruges in Page 6 that in order to expediate prosecution of the application, applicant is amending Fig. 5A to recite a caption 
that more clearly described the claimed subject matter and the specification as originally filed. Applicant's intended amendment would 
have added new matter to the specification as originally filed for the reasons set forth in a). 
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
